Her decision produce bluegrass for 
Northern audience was sudden. was 
place called the Take Easy Ranch 
Calloway, Maryland, and this band came 
that did the most incredible job and said, 
completely off the top I’m 
going produce that band.’ The band was 
the Bluegrass Alliance (now the Newgrass 
Revival), and this apparently impulsive 


choice determined the future course her life

She came north for job research 
analyst Harvard’s Social Relations 
Department but found that most her 
was spent the Hillbilly Ranch, listening 
the Lilly Brothers and Don Stover.

Teaming Jungle Tales 


Our man Guiana reports entomological 
and other adventures the sting trade

kilometers the hives, down French 
Guiana’s only main road. are early 
for fresh local French bread and, course, 
honey, then out the house time, 
hope, meet the swarm. The tropical haze 
and heat have begun gather over the 
shoreline mudflats, but Kourou still 
concrete-block housing development 
rented Peugeot.

The bee team knows all 
the stories: the Brazilian schoolteacher 
killed when she slapped one and was 
promptly attacked hundreds; the farmer 
himself out the misery the 
stings that covered his body shooting 
himself. 


bee team itself has witnessed 
Gard had visited beekeeper 
neighboring Surinam (formerly Dutch 
Guiana) who tried keep the bees 
down with pesticides. “They got mad and 
came pouring out the hive,” recalls. 
Oriental guy walking down the road 
must have taken hundred stings. just 
run fast enough. They began flying 
into houses, stinging the shit out people. 
had run like There was time 


when the team lost sleep worrying about 
such eventualities. Now they are more 
kept awake the bees than their Haitian 
neighbor’s backyard roosters (kept for 
cockfighting), which crow all night. Both 
took some adjusting to. 

Not that precautions are not being 
this morning. are carrying the tools 
the killer-bee trade, foremost among them 
small bellows with metal 
spout, the smoker filled with crushed beer 
cartons ignited with tropical grasses. The 
fumes disorient the bees. There are other 
protections, well. For the visitors, there 
are beesuits, white zippered jumpsuits that 
stingers have difficulty penetrating. When 
worn with the zippered mesh veils that fit 
over our safari hats, they will make look 
like tropical astronauts. one trip 
Surinam, Mark had taken 200 stings his 
suit. The bee team itself would not wear 
them today, however, opting only for veils 
and their khaki whose color 
does not attract the insects. 

check make sure I’ve brought 
sting kit, syringe filled with adrenalin, 
antidote. Because allergy bee 
stings, one sting could bring reaction 
itching, swelling, difficulty breathing and 
drop blood pressure. Millions 
Americans are similarly hypersensitive, 
condition which (in the words the doctor’s 
letter I'd taken case customs officials 
questioned the syringe) could 
The team has been reassuring, 
however: they have closely monitored the 
bees’ reproductive cycles determine when

buckled two-lane blacktop leading 
out Kourou passes the small city’s chief 
attractions the ultra-modern French 
space center, the garden-apartment barracks 
that houses the Foreign Legion, the poured- 
concrete shopping mall stocked with goods 
from Paris.

Quickly, the last the gleaming and well- 
guarded launching sites gives way the 
broad savanna, the grassy tropical meadows 
that stretch the rainforest the near 
distance. This where the bees are hived.

Gard. pull the car over onto small 


patch red dirt. will walk from here. 
sign marks the trail. Mark cautions 
wait until get off the road put our 
equipment. The bee team does not want 
draw attention the existence the hives. 
Curiosity-seekers could destructive or, 
worse, provoke the bees, jeopardizing the 
team’s welcome. 

The trail cuts through waist-high grasses 
toward the hive site. Mark and Gard know 
the savanna like tour guides and point out 
the sights: the track lizard, perhaps 
iguana, foot-wide termite nests, distinctive 
butterflies, parrots and parakeets flying 
above the green tropical canopy. Perhaps 
1000 yards from the road come upon the 


first the hives this site, which the team 
calls Orapendulo, after the birds who nest 
here. The hives are wooden containers, 
homemade and painted white, designed 
approximate wild setting while enabling 
the bee team see inside. They look like 
oversized shoe boxes; they are propped 
with empty French green-bean cans and 
stashed the shade. The bees these first 
hives are going about their business, 
foraging for pollen and nectar from nearby 
tree flowers, buzzing and out through 
hole the side the box. Inside, know, 
are square frames honeycomb covered 
perhaps 15,000 bees. says 
Mark, few can sting you not 
careful walking past the hive.” With 
beesuit and veil still tucked under arm, 
step carefully.

Now it’s legal and the response has been 
overwhelming.

March 
was the date for the most recent review and 
this time, State Department spokesperson 
told the president, “the allowed 
the restrictions lapse.” 

The response has been great that, 
according the Center for Cuban Studies 
New York, Cubans have canceled 
all tour groups for the month April. They 
need some time sit back and think about 
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and prepare.” The action had been ex- 
pected, but not early March 18.

was one unforeseen problem when 
Gard first arrived Guiana, for short stay 
July 1975: there were killer bees, 
least not enough for study.

The National 
Academy Science committee had asked 
whether such traps could used attract 
wild swarms for study and, someday, for 
control. Gard’s inspection was discourag- 
ing: only five the 250 had bees them. 
make matters worse, Gard was visited 
reporter and photographer from National 
Geographic. was embarrassing,” 
says. didn’t have anything show them.” 

the complete bee team had ar- 
rived year later, however, the bees had ar- 
rived force, too. They were showing 
not only the swarm boxes but variety 
natural and man-made cavities: four tried 
colonize the bee room, others landed 
the desks and dressers Apartment 136. 

This was the bee team’s busiest, most ex- 
citing time. Enough insects had caught 
make the study possible.

The 
swarms, the team had concluded, were very 
unlikely aggressive the bees were in- 
terested finding new home and were too 
engorged with nectar attack. The team 
took catching swarms without even veils 
and, says Mark, and bare-ches- 
ted people were watching.” 

Even the bee team” has been 
called into action against swarm. During 
the Phoenix visit, Mark and Gard returned 
home after catching one, only find that 
Connie and Gretchen had been engaged 
similar pursuit. The bees had landed few 
yards away tree, alarming neighbors 
and passing anti-malaria team. Someone 
found Connie the tiny grocery store down 
the street and, rather than wait for Mark 
and Gard return, Gretchen, 
commandeered butterfly net and veils, and 
went work. The bees had been low- 
lying branch. Connie had climbed and, af- 
ter 45-minute search, caught the queen and 
caged her. They had, she announced 
Gard, put the swarm the backyard. 
added Gretchen, the first wom- 
catch killer bee swarm.” 

Are the killer bees, then, mere myth? Can 
amateur bug chasers flag them down with- 
out fear? Probably not. They may rela- 
tively docile when swarming, but they can 
be, bee-team terminology, al- 
most any other time. The team discovered 
much when had work with colonies 
their wild hives.

few got through.” Fortunately, neither 
Mark nor Gard has severe reactions 
stings, although neither knew for sure be- 
fore coming south that was not allergic.

not feats daring that occupy most 
the bee team’s time, however. Generally, 
they are trying neither capture nor 
move the bees but observe them they 
about their business. these observa- 
tions which will provide the hard data for the 
team’s written contributions killer bee 
lore. Eventually, their figures will fed into 
computer Kansas that will then, they 
hope, able predict the bees’ behavior.

How 
many are filled with lar- 
vae ready emerge? 

Mark will look for new queen cells, whose 
progress also follows. knows that 
takes queen about week emerge. And 
knows that there queen cell ready 
open and good supply young worker 
bees, the hive almost sure swarm very 
soon. The old queen will lead the swarm, 
leaving the emerging queen reign. Mark 
determines the age the workers mark- 
ing them and following their growth. has 
learned this way that the bees live for vary- 
ing periods time, depending how close 
hive swarming strength. This enables 
them send off swarm dominated 
young bees swarm with good chance 
for thriving. 

These simulated wild colonies not have 
much what the team calls big H,”

from swarming, the insects put their energy 
into making honey. European bees make 
much their honey preparation for the 
winter, when they will cluster inside the hive 
and feed off it.

When has measured each frame, Mark 
returns the hive. Then, swift mo- 
tion, turns over the collecting box and 
pours the bees back into the hive. cloud 
forms and Mark sprays some more smoke, 
like dentist giving just touch more laugh- 
ing gas.

within days may follow the

“It’s wonder spread over the 
whole says Mark.

just the insects’ reproductive habits. They’ve 
also gained insight into the bees’ most feared 
attribute, their aggressiveness. There are ap- 
parently times the hive’s cycle growth 
when. calm, times when nervous. 
Immediately after hive has sent off 
swarm, for instance, and temporarily 
without queen, the bees are especially dan- 
gerous. soon new queen emerges, 
however, they become relatively calm. 
almost like you can say, look out for that 
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hive, it’s that time says Mark. 


ill such advice soon have applica- 


tion not only French Guiana but the US? 
Both the bee team and Taylor seem be- 
lieve so. present, don’t see any real 
barriers them,” says Taylor. is, how- 
ever, unlikely that spread north 
Washington, the East and San Fran- 
cisco the West, though they may cover 
most the South between.

begin, consider the stylus 
your record player. The stylus slides 
along the groove average speed 
three-quarters mile per hour. you 
use your turntable just one hour day, the 


stylus dragged through over million 


feet grooves per year. And every foot 
the way this needle rubs against the groove 
wall with average pressure several 
thousand pounds per square inch. Even 
diamond cannot withstand such punish- 
ment. make things worse, unless you 
keep your records scrupulously clean the 
stylus tip also grinding against dust par- 
ticles the groove. After 500 1000 
hours the worn tip develops flat spots with 
sharp edges; these then slice like chisel 
through the records’ delicate modulations. 
you value the investment you have 
made records, good policy re- 
place the stylus assembly your phono 
cartridge every two years 1000 hours 
use, whichever sooner. (If the pickup 
more than four years old, you might well 
buy brand-new cartridge more recent 
design and gain improved performance 
the bargain.) 

you have healthy stylus, then there 
are two things you should keep 
performing well. One simply keep 
clean; plows through the groove the 
stylus tends pick dust and goo that 
stick the tip. you are not the 
habit brushing the stylus clean after 
every playing session, then once month 
you should moisten the tip with pure alco- 
hol (like Doversol, not rubbing alcohol)

Bob Seger proves that rock ’n’ roll never forgets

the surface, Bob Seger’s career has 
all the trappings paperback melodrama. 
Ignored almost totally critics (his name 
does not appear even once The Rolling 
Stone History Rock Roll), 
supported only his home state fans 
Michigan, persisted making nine 
albums over 10-year period despite 
changing record companies three times 
(from Cameo Capitol Warner 
Brothers, then back Capitol) and failing 
conspicuously the singles market 
Gamblin’ Man,” which reached 
no. the charts 1968, was the closest 
came Top Ten). After his most 
ambitious album (Beautiful Loser) was 
generally rejected too self-consciously 
arty, released his first live album (Live 
Bullet) mid-1976 stop-gap measure. 


Revealing many for the first time Seger’s 
extraordinary abilities concert 
performer, the record went gold almost 
surprise. Doubts still lingered 
(after all, half the album’s sales were the 
Detroit area), but with his confidence 
renewed, released Night Moves six 
months later. Acclaimed overwhelmingly 
the press, the album yielded Seger’s first 
Top Ten single (the title cut) and sure 
bet platinum (it’s currently 40,000 
shy). Then, while preparing for his first 
national tour four years, Seger’s drummer 
broke both legs automobile accident 
which may leave him paralyzed from the 
waist down. consummate professional who 
knew dare blow the biggest 
opportunity his career, Seger trained new 
drummer two weeks, went out the road, 


and won approval everywhere. 

It’s nice story but not entirely accurate. 
His tour far from over and all the reports 
are still not in. (By almost every account his 
New York concert which terms 
media and industry attention was his most 
important date yet was shaky best.) 
Moreover, there simple reason why his 
albums were ignored for years: for the 
most part they’re not very good.

SLAP SHOT. Directed George Roy Hill.

Roy Hill’s new film, set the 
scabrous world minor-league ice hockey, 
partakes longstanding folklore trad- 
ition violent comedy about sports: un- 
speakably awful teams, weird, goon-like 
players, disastrous seasons, etc. But its 
greatest appeal the simple love dis- 
order and mayhem. The film’s ostensible 
theme the degeneration the noble sport 
hockey into wrestling ice, but anyone 
with half brain can see the movie utterly 
love with the violence supposedly de- 
plores. enjoy this movie didn’t much) 
you probably need have fond memories 
summer camp and freshman year the frat 
house; you have find the sight grown 


baggy uniforms thrashing away 


each other irresistibly funny; you have 
think it’s hilarious when player smashed 
against the boards kneed the groin, 
riot when referee punched out gor- 
illa-like player. You have find the stan- 
dard profanities pronounced with unbe- 
lievable emphasis and clarity source 
unending shock and delight. (Yes, the 
screenplay was written woman, Nancy 
Dowd. What it?) 

You also have completely indiffer- 
ent hockey actively dislike it. Dowd’s 
story about the coach (Paul Newman) 
mythical team New England who real- 
izes that his losing, unpopular club will 
folded the end the season because the 
city’s big mills are being shut down. Trying 
attract new buyer for the franchise, 
turns his players into bloodthirsty, crowd- 
pleasing clowns. Miraculously, the team 
starts winning games with its gonzo tactics 
phony plot twist which shows where this 
heart really lies. Sure, good hockey 
rough hockey, but only point: 
when half your players wind the pen- 
alty box, the other team scores goals. Dowd 
avoids this little problem having the ref- 
erees almost never call penalty. Neat, isn’t 
it? Thus the unsuspecting viewer might well 
believe that the way win hockey game 
wait for the starting buzzer and then im- 
mediately smash the opposing lineman 
the face. Despite all their pious protesta- 
tions about the glory days hockey, Dowd 
and Hill don’t give damn about the sport. 
For one thing, they never show you how 
beautiful the game can when played well. 
Hockey notoriously difficult capture 
film (the puck’s too small), but here 
looks like complete chaos. 

admit the mayhem occasionally funny 
particularly the antics three alarming- 
gung-ho rookies with long hair and thick 
glasses who plow through enemy lines like 
tanks cutting infantry. But object the 
way the movie tries have both ways, 
peddling violence and putting down the 
same time. For those viewers who need 
vantage point from which feel superior, 
Dowd has shrewdly created character, Ned 
Braden (Michael Ontkean from TV’s The 
Rookies), who sensitive, college-educa- 
ted, principled. Refusing play violently, 
Braden the soulful conscience the film, 
and the part, written, something 
sanctimonious pain until the end the 
movie, that is, when Braden shows his con- 
tempt for the game and his goonish team- 
mates leaping the ice and doing 
graceful striptease. this point, Ont- 
kean has been playing Braden little too 
smugly, but the striptease, which genu- 
inely sexy well funny, should make him 
star. 


the down-home at- 
mosphere the film successful. George 


Roy Hill, usually 
(Butch Cassidy and the Sundance Kid, The 
Sting, The Great Waldo Pepper), has 
loosened and roughened his style quite bit. 
There’s more going around the edges 
his scenes than the past, more overlap- 
ping dialogue, inadvertences, sheer play. 
Robert Altman makes his influence felt once 
again. But Hill doesn’t have anything like 
warmth complexity attitude. 
much suggested this film and little 
developed that the lost opportunities break 
your heart. Paul Newman returns home 
from road trip very early one morning, for 
instance, see the slate-gray skies hang- 
ing over the old mill town and the mills 
themselves, heavy and dark, deep the 
beauty and emotional resonance, but has 
stand all itself. The whole issue what 
hockey team factory town, and 
the connection between the mills’ closing 


and the team’s folding, are all but forgot- 


ten. 

Another teasing possibility: the players’ 
wives. The women characters are only 
barely sketched in. Left home during road 
trips, bored the childish game that ab- 
sorbs their husbands, the wives have be- 
come disconsolate and embittered, drifting 
off into bluesy drunkenness and casual les- 
bian affairs. One knows that atti- 
tudes are basically sympathetic, but she 
doesn’t give the women much time. Like 
Carnal Knowledge and many other recent 
male-dominated films, Slap Shot uses the 
male characters’ essential indifference 
women excuse for excluding them 
from the film. Jennifer Warren, Paul 
estranged wife, always the 
run from her husband, don’t get much 
fix her character, and Lindsay 
Crouse, playing Braden’s miserable, college- 
educated wife, sucks whiskey from bottle 
brown paper bag and makes incompre- 
hensibly rancorous remarks everybody. 
What’s wrong with her? never know. 

Once Hill and Dowd set character 
mood, they hold inflexibly: the 
pompous blowhard who broadcasts the 
team’s games, for instance, whose only func- 
tion shocked when people say ob- 
scenities the air, seems rigid comic de- 
vice out old Steve Allen skit. And the 
players’ fag-baiting jokes, line after line, 
drag far longer than necessary make 
their point. Presumably are supposed 
think that the maniacal repetitiveness the 
joking reveals how impoverished the play- 
ers’ imaginations are; but demon- 
strates how impoverished Nancy 
imagination is. Or, possibly, how cynical: 
the protest the homosexual audience isn’t 
likely prevent this movie from becoming 
hit. 


which leaves Paul Newman hold- 
ing the movie together, and almost brings 
off full-scale portrait. His coach 
grown, second-rate man, neither good nor 
bad, who bluffs his way through most situa- 
tions and doesn’t let too much bother him 
long can get laid now and then. 
good but not great role: the coach quite 
big enough, his ambition and his despair 
run deep enough. But Newman has re- 
covered beautifully from his roaring deb- 
acle Buffalo Bill and the Indians. 
recall his ever seeming enjoy himself 
much does here, handling relations 
with large number characters with any- 
thing like this good humor and equable seif- 
effacement. never pushes, never strains, 
and wins with his sheer likableness and 
humanity. Newman has aged beautif- 
ully, and there intelli- 
gence his eyes, that occasionally have 
trouble dealing with him vulgar, not- 
too-bright man. The difficulty compoun- 
making: always sure when the 
character playing dumb order fool 


first-rate second-rate coach Slap Shot. 


someone, and when Paul Newman simply 
broadening his style order play 
character. Newman those actors 
prevented good looks from achieving the 
range that less glamorous men (George 
Scott, for instance) are capable of. But 
least it’s relief see him touch with the 
raucous spirit recent American films, 
rather than out the edges the action, 
smirking Robert Redford. may sur- 
prise yet.

oor Pierre doesn’t know his .own 
strength. played the magnificent Ger- 
ard Depardieu, he’s hulking, bulb-nosed 
kid who should have grown long ago but 
never had to. His sheer mass could make 
him dangerous, but he’s too boyishly self-ef- 
facing seem so. Still, often gets car- 
ried away. Swinging his young son rough- 
housing with his mistress, becomes in- 
toxicated with his own vigor and, heedless 
protests, persists long after the other thinks 
the game has lost its fun. But he’s only try- 
ing keep them happy. the end, his ef- 
forts will ruin their lives. 

Pierre the hero The Wonderful 
Crook, the latest film Claude Goretta, 
cerned innocent wreaking havoc with his 
generosity. was subtle, care- 
fully nuanced film but was clearly exer- 
cise, perfect clockwork Goretta wound 
and left ticking its own. The Wonderful 
Crook more penetrating and unflinching. 
Goretta’s compassion for his characters, 
which seemed almost 
Renoiresque affectation, deepened and 
tempered here. longer simply laughs 
along with their weaknesses. Now, without 
any love lost, also laments them. And 
manages few other feats: unique style 
that gracefully confronts the problem our 
relationship onscreen characters; and 
acute, refreshing depiction romantic tri- 
angle era abounding strident, mis- 
guided ones. 

think becoming Swiss film nut. 
The work Goretta and his countryman 
Alain Tanner counts among the most in- 


triguing recent developments the inter- 
national film scene. Goretta’s Switzerland, 
like Tanner’s, immaculate, civilized 
place, drained vitality. The world turn- 
ing plastic. That’s what Pierre discovers 
when, upon his father’s illness, takes over 
the family furniture factory. longer 
there market for his hand-hewn chairs 
“breathing” wood. When discovers the 
factory cannot support itself, Pierre sees 
that his blissful life wonderfully earthy 
wife, lovely child, content workers 
without foundation. turns robbery 
small banks, post offices partly 
meet the payroll, less consciously protest 
this annihilating calm. Then one his vic- 
tims, sprightly postal worker 
(Marlene Jobert), falls love with him and, 
his dismay, pulls off couple jobs her- 
self. Soon plunged into dual exis- 
tence: stick-ups and trysts with Nelly 
day, unwinding and love-making with his 
wife Marthe (Dominique Labourier) 
night. 

course Pierre’s divided life far from 
carefree. Despite the best intentions, 
almost impalpably hurting both women, and 
takes pinched, worn look, the result 
hiding something enormous when 
used having nothing hide. 
lustrates this conflict with visions light 
struggling with darkness. divides the 
screen into bright and murky halves: early 
the film, Pierre dwells the light; toward 
the end, he’s always shadow. point 
strains penetrate the grayish frame, but 
avail.
